County Sanitation working 
to eliminate complaints

After residents have made 
numerous complaints to Paho- 
kee City Commissioners, the 
mayor of Pahokee and to Paho- 
kee's city manager about 
garbage collections problems 
within the city, County Sanita- 
tion is working wit the citizens 
to correct the mishaps and con- 
trol the amount of debris on the 
city streets. 

John Archambo, a represen- 
tative from County Sanitation, 
appeared before the Pahokee 
City Commission Tuesday in an 
effort to explain to the commis- 
sion what his company was 
doing to eliminate much of the 
waste that has been seen along 
the streets, in alleys, etc. 

He said the main problem he 
has seen is that the trash and 
debris has not been placed in’ 
the 95-gallon containers that 
have been provided. 

The city hall had also 
received complaints that several 
of the lids on the containers had 
been broken. Mr. Archambo 
said the trucks are being adjust- 
ed so that the lids сап "по be 
broken when they are picked up 
for garbage disposal. The.repre- 
sentative also said, "We. are 
working with the city manager 
to eliminate the problem." 

County Sanitation also 
hopes to be able to educate the 
residents and businesses on 
proper garbage disposal. Mr. 
Archambo said, "This will also 
help control.the amount of 
debris that is seen in the city." 
Sanitation workers have been 
instructed to document 
addresses of customers that do 
‘not place garbage in the con- 
tainers. Commissioners were 
also asked to document the 
complaints that they receive 
and present them to the sanita- 


tion supervisor. Notifications 
will be sent in hopes that the 
problem will be remedied. 


Comm. Keith W. Babb, Jr. ` 


said, “Because of the new pro- 
cedures, the complaints are 
certainly continuing to 
decline.” However, he said he 
was concerned with the sanita- 
tion workers placing the cans 
too close to the roadside. Mr. 
Archambo said the workers are 
required to place the cans 
where they originally were. He 
said he would address the com- 
plaint to the workers. 

“Tm somewhat disappointed 
this problem had to come to 
this,” said Commissioner John 
Norman. The commissioner 
told Mr Archambo he felt some- 
one within the organization 
should have been capable of 
solving the problem before the 
he (Mr. Archdmbo) had to be 
called in to a city commission 
meeting. 

Comm. Norman also said he 
was confused about the logic of 
why the disposal trucks and 
dumpsters have long distance 
telephone numbers on them. 
He said wher a customer has a 
complaint, they need a local 
number tho contact to make

Insurance coverage available for HIV 
Positive individuals in the Glades ` 


The state of Florida has 
announced the availability of 
dollars to fund private insur- 
ance premiums for people who 
are HIV positive and symp- 
tomatic or have AIDS. 

The new program, known as 
AICP, the AIDS insurance 
Continuation Program, is 
funded through Ryan White 
Title II funds. In addition to 
having а, diagnosis of AIDS or 
being HIV symptomatic, par- 
ticipants in AICP must alsc 
meet all the following criteria: 

- have suffered the loss of 
their principle employment; 

- have health insurance 
under a group, individual or 
COBRA policy; 

- have an income equal ‘to or 
less than $1,162. per month or 


$1,572 for a family of two; 

- have cash assets equal to or 
less than $4,500,.$5,500 if 
married, and, 

- be willing to sign a Release 
of Information Statement, a 
Physician’ з Statement of Diag- 
nosis and Employability and 
the Applicant's Data Collection 
form. 

The maximum assistance 
available is $500 per month 
per participant. 

CAP, the Comprehensive 
AIDS Program of Palm Beach 
County, is administering this 
program though its offices in 
Belle Glade, West Palm Beach, 
and Delray Beach. CAP, which 
provides over 1,200 AIDS and 
HIV individuals with services 
including case management 


and financial counseling, was 
selected to process AICP appli- 
cations in this area of the 
state. 

Shauna Dunn, executive 
director of CAP stated "the 
provision of these funds is 
most certainly a step in the 
right direction for the care of 
people who are HIV positive. 

It will enable those who are 
unable to work to maintain the 
choices for care they have been 
accustomed to and provide less 
of a burden on the taxpayer 
funded public sector AIDS 
medical services.”
